A Quasl-Bystem of Higher Education

Which {s Higher Only in the
Price Asked for It,

An Tostitution Whieh Will Have to Cut
Off the “Btosterss or go Into
Uomplete Bankruptey,

Austix, Tex,, March 12 —1n hisde-
fense of the universily managoment,
publl shed in THeE GAxertre of the ith
inst., Mr. Bimpkine, regent, mssumoes
that, as Taer Gazerve's Austin cor-
reapondent ia & "'very youngman, who
never atlended a college or univers
alty", therefore he can know nothlog
about the aflkirs of such an lostitution.
This is doubtless a very delicate hint
to the 400,080 tax-payers In Texas,
who, like T GAZETTE'S young man,
Inck the erudition conferred by univers
sily training, that in the presence of
regental suthorlty they should politely
“hats oft.”"  With respect to bimself,
however, Tag GAzZErik correspond-
ent desires to stute that Hegent Simp-
kins comniits s very serfous and Inex-
cusable blunder. Not ooly was he
one of those lmmortal 219 o whom
reforence s made with such ons
able pride a8 now enioying the
[:rlctlunl resulls uf regental wisdom,
ut he barely escaj becoming an
sifigy-burning kid by resignation a foew
days prior to the introduotion of that
brech of politiosl sclence into the cur-
riculum, In this conuection, at the
risk of appesariog impertinent, the
question s put to Regent Blmpkine as
to whether or not 1t {8 true, as olalmed
by the “vandals” that of elght regents
only one or two have tasted tne swests
of university educstion.

As one ol
these, THr GAZNIIE'S young man
leads gullty to the indlctment; hav-
pg sequired a little log-cabin s lthme
tie, he Is unable by any system of
mathematios, known L that
outakirt of oducation, to sblve
the fluancial problem FLE
gested In the present condition of the
university, but which such careful
wins are taken to conceal, It is this :
Vith an nnoual expenditure of sbout
$00 000 and an snnosl ipcome of
$45,000, how ocan the university bw
long maintained without the ofielal
decapitation of a few regents whoss
namies it wonld perhaps be hupolite to
mention here, or the bouuclog of wev-
eral professors 7 17 university educa-
tion bans demonstrated that individ-
unls  or even publie iostitutions
can  spend 15,080 n  year be
yond their Income aod retaln
their nnancial integrity, it s indeed o
blessing which should be widely dis-
peminated.

yvears the university must go into
complete and hopeless bankruptey.
The collapse drawis nesrer overy dnly.
